seated at the dinner table. Those were the 
days of the aesthetic set, when a single lily 
was metaphorically worshipped. 

Many different fancies flourished for dinner 
table decoration, most of them re- 
cognising the fact that it ts qui 
wrong to have a tall vase of 
flowers or any centrepiece which obstructs 
the view of those sitting round the table, of 
each other. 

Of late, we have used low bowls of lovely 
colourings, or of black Wedgwood china, or 
of clear or iridescent glass with just a ‘few 
flowers or a single beautiful rose oating on 
the water. This is charming in effect and 


‘economical in flowers, an important. thing 


when flowers are scarce. and even when they 
are plentiful—if we have to buy them! 
It is an improvement to the effect to stand 
the bow! on a low carved ebony stand in the 
centre of the table. 

The newest idea for filling these ‘‘ floating 
bowls’ is not with water and flowers, but 
with fruit, all kinds of mixed fruits, beautiful 
in themselves, piled up high in the dish (they 
can be raised by means of soft tissue paper 
as a foundation, or with an inverted saucer), 
and for a small table no other decoration is 
required—the cut glass, now so fashionable, 
the silver, the lacy table-mats shown up by 
the polished table being so decorative in 
themselves 

Fruit is more used (in Continen- 


tal fashion) than owas formerly the 


custom. People have learnt how necessary to 
health the eating of raw, as well as cooked, 
fruit is. It is quite a common thing now to 
begin dinner with a slice of melon or a 

frmt, as is done in Paris and other places 
abroad, where attractive and suitable food 
is studied as an art to some extent, 

Those. who prefer flowers to fruit in the 
bowls can arrange them in a silver cake- 
basket—they may possess a handsome old- 
fashioned one, rarely now used for cake. 

When flowers are used, one can think out 
many charming ideas—a spray of red japonica 
in a black bowl, purple pansies in a pale 
yellow one, blue forget-me-nots floating, or 
even growing, in a delicate pink or brown 
bowl. Many flowers look lovely in a pale 
mauve china bowl, and I saw a delightful 
effect achieved by primroses in a bowl of 
Wedgewood blue.

General Smuts has remained so long in 
office speaks volumes for the esteem in 
which he is held. If his ascendancy suffers 
eclipse at this stage, well-informed opinion 
in South Africa predicts that he will not 
remain long in the political wilderness. He 
has passed through a period of considerable 
uneasiness and insecurity. Three years 
ago he was returned to power with a 
majority. of twenty-four. By-elections, 
which are notoriously unfavourable to 
Governments, reduced his majority to six. 
Then his party failed to hold the 
Wakkerstroom seat, despite a determined 
effort, and rather than attempt to govern 
with so slender a majority as four he 
decided to precipitate matters and to try 
his fortunes in an appeal to the electorate.

A member of the Soviet delegation in 
London—a man who never before left his 
native Russia, and seems to have expected 
to be plunged into horrible scenes oí 
tyranny and serfdom in the stronghold of 
the wicked capitalists—has been describ-.

from liberated and enlightened Russia.

We are 
reminded of a child’s first visit to town. 
Just such admiration do the conveniences 
of our civilisation excite in the innocent 
young mind. The more sophisticated 
adult takes his comforts for his rights. 
He is indignant when the electric car is 
late, instead of wondering that so 
marvellous a service for taking him to and 
from his work should exist at all. If we 
could see ourselves as Bolsheviks see us, 
perhaps we would value our privileges the 
more highly and be the more careful of 
the order from which we have received our 
heritage.

From A POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Proceedings in the House of Commons last 
Monday were overshadowed by the State visit 
of the King and Queen of umania. The 
Prime Minister and some of his colleagues 
had to be at Victoria in all the glories of the 
official dress of Privy Councillors, and trul 
resplendent they looked. Mr. Clynes was left 
to look after the House of Commons, but 
matters were so quiet that the fact caused 
little anxiety. There was a ripple over the 
old Russian Rikers in Chesham Palace. The 
Soviet want to obtain ssion of the 
archives stored there, and would like the 
house as well. In this they have the sym- 

athy of the Government, but the law must 
e invoked before the present occupants can 
be called upon to give up their shelter. Dur- 
ing. the evening progress was made with the 
report stage of the Budget resolutions. Efforts 
by Sir Walter De Frece to secure the abolition 
of the entertainment tax created a little 
amusement on the Government Front Bench. 

Tuesday was a field day for the Conserva- 
tives, who challenged the Government on the 
wisdom of the. McKenna duties. Mr. Baldwin, 
in introducing the vote of censure, made a 
capital fighting speech. He remarked that 
Mr. Snowden had been described as a man 
with a first-class brain, but when the first- 
class brain did something soe the 
stupidity of that brain was colossal. The 
Chancellor made an unusually mordant speech 
in reply. He annoyed the Conservatives b 
welcoming the rather belated interest whi 
they had taken in the question of unemploy- 
ment. There was quite an outcry at this un- 
justifiable attack, but Mr. Kirkwood’s voice 
rose above the storm, advising the Conserva- 
tives to take their gruelling without trouble, 
and, laughing at the Scotsman, they did so. 
The debate was summed up for the Opposition 
by Mr, Austen Chamberlain, who made a 
remarkably fine effort. — and again his 
points got home, again and again the Labour 
members yelled and stormed at him, but. he 
heeded them not and proceeded undis- 
mayed. Mr. Graham wound up for the 
Government, but his was a perfunctory per- 
formance, devoid of life, wit or humour, ex- 
cept when he said that those who knew Mr. 
Snowden best knew how soft his heart was. 
The remark was recelved with scornful 
laughter. 

In the biggest House of the session the 

division was called at eleven o'clock, and it 
was nearly a quarter of an hour before the 
figures were announced. The Government had 
a majority of sixty-five. All the Liberal and 
Labour sympathisers with those who may lose 
their jobs through the Government’s policy 
were extremely careful to avoid going into 
the Government lobby or any other. General 
Seely was a notable exception. Mr. Purcell, 
the Labour member for Coventry, whose con- 
stituents will be badly hit, abstained. 
Wednesuay was a quiet day, notable only 
for the Prime Minister’s statement regarding 
airship policy. The Clydesiders were the 
recipients of a calculated and frigid rebuff by 
the Prime Minister. Scottish Home Rule has 
been worrying them and they wanted another 
day to discuss it. No such day could be 
ranted, said Mr. Macdonald in his most 
distant manner. Mr. Neil McLean demanded 
in tones that quivered with indignation 
whether they must wait until next session and 
see what luck they had in the ballot. ‘‘ That 
is so, said Mr. Macdonald without rising 
from his seat. This answer and the manner 
of its delivery were a shock to the row of 
irate Scotsmen, and they almost howled with 
disappointment. Thursday was a quiet and 
rather dull day. The weather was so beauti- 
ful that comparatively few members ventured 
into the House BE when it became neces- 
sary. The House during the ev.umg con- 
sidered the vote for the Home Office in Com- 
mittee of Supply, and, much to the surprise 
of “ Pafa” Henderson, the Home Office had 
to go without its vote. The refusal of Mr. 
Henderson to reinstate the police strikers was 
the cause of the trouble, but on that point 
the Home Secretary wisely would not budge. 

Mr. SIE George came back on Friday 
afternoon for a short period, when he made 
a fiery attack on the Mines Nationalwation 
Bill introduced by Mr. G. H. Hall. The ex- 
Prime Minister’s declaration that, ‘‘ this is 
the new Socialism. This is, indeed, a blank 
cheque to be paid by the ratepayers,’’ brought 
down a storm of interjection upon his head. 
He protested with the remark: “I am here 
representing a British constituency and I 
claim the right to speak on iis behalf.” The 
speech was remarkably effective; and it did 
much to secure the rejection of the bill by a 
majority of ninety-six votes,

It will 
also provide that children leaving school 
shall be insured as soon as they carn 
wacés, and, if out of work shal] have 
schools provided for them. The benefits ta 
men will be increased by eight shillings 
a week, to women by three shillings a 
week, and the allowance for children is ta 
oe doubled. A man with two children wil] 
thus be assured of something like two 
pounds a week so long as he is unwillingly 
unemployed. i 


The State and Mines. 


The last has not been heard of tha 
Nationalisation of Mines Bill, which was 
defeated in the House of Commons on 
Frida; The miners are represented in 
Parliament by a contingent numbering 
nearly fiity members, and it is their in. 
tention to carry on a propaganda in the 
country, so that the subject wil] become 
one of the main issues of the next general 
election. It is their idea that. if ever a 
Socialist Government comes into power 
with a clesr majority over other parties, 
the first experiment of State Socialism 
will be concerned with the mining in- 
dustry. It is possible, however, that 
before that times arrives the new agree- 
ment, just concluded, may have induced 
a more moderate irame of mind among 
the miners. 


The Liberal Programme. 


The Liberal Party has been quite light 
hearted as a body since the party meeting 
held in a Committee room of the House 
of Commons last Wednesday, and the 
reason is said to be that there is a new 
progremme in the making which will 
shrivel up the Socialist Party when it is 
displayed. Mr. Lloyd George will be the 
mainspring of this new programme, and 
by its means he hopes so greatly to in- 
crease the strength of the Liberal Party 
that it will be able to dictate terms both 
to the Socialists and the Conservatives. 
“The land ” once again will be the motif 
for his song; for a land reform scheme 
will be a prominent feature of the pro- 
gramme, while there will be also some- 
thing attractive regarding mines and 
miners. It is unlikely that the country 
will have to wait long for an announce 
ment on the programme, and probably 
Mr. Lloyd George himself will act as 
herald of the new dawn. 


The Government’s Housing Scheme. 


The confidence of some members of the 
Government in Mr.. Wheatley’s ability to 
produce a speedy solution of the housing 
problem is not shared by other parties. 
The financial proposals which heve been 
published have aroused considerable mis- 
givings, and experts who have examined 
the ficures cansider that while a heavy 
burden will be placed upon State funds 
and local rates for a period of fifteen 
there jis no certainty that the 
houses will be constructed at the esti- 
mated prices. The present intention is 
that the Bill to be introduced next week 
shall make no mention of the dimensions 
of the houses to be constructed. In that 
event the standard dimensions mentioned 
in Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s measure 
will continue to apply. This has aroused 
keen diseppointment among the Socialists, 
who had promised more commodious 
houses, and a demonstration against Mr. 
Wheatlev’s Bill probably will be made 
in the House of Commons, 


Troubles at Wembley. 


Labour troubles of a minor character 
are threatening at Wembley, and the 
authorities ought to consider them before 
they grow unmanageable. Waitresses and 
cloak-room attendants are complaining of 
their. long hours and small pay. ‘The 
hours, they state, are from nine in the 
morning until eleven at night for fifteen 
shillings per week. “Out of this small sum 
many of the women have to pay rather 
heavy railway fares owing to the distance 
of Wembley from the centre of London, 
while tips are non-existent. The elec- 
trical engineers, who support the claims 
of the women, threaten to cut off the lights 
unless their case is investigated. Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling also has found it neces- 
sary to take a decided line im connection 
with the Empire Pageant. He was to 
have written a poem depicting the bridge 
of the British Empire, showing the growth 
of our race from the Middle Ages. 
Suddenly there has been a great amount 
of trimming and cutting down, “ith the 
result that the poet has retired and will 
no longer be associated with the Pageant. 
At ten o'clock last night it was estimated 
that 150,000 people had visited Wembley 
Exhibition during the day—a_ record 
attendance for one day, 


Distress in Ireland. 


Mr. Ronald McNeill will ask the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to-morrow if he 
is aware that an appeal is being made for 
the relief of distress among people in 
Ireland who have suffered, and are suffer- 
ing, on account of their assistance to the 
British Government before the establish- 
ment of the Irish Free State ; and whether 
he will introduce a supplementary esti- 
mate for five thousand pounds to be civen 
as a contribution towards such funds. 


The Air Force Pageant. 


The fifth Royal Air Force Pageant will 
take place at the London Aerodrome, 
Hendon, on Saturday, June 28th. It is 
hoped that some of the members of the 
Royal Family will be present. The pro- 
gramme has been devised to show in an 
interesting form the many-sided activities 
of the Royal Air Force and to illustrate 
the progress which has been achieved in 
the technical development of aircraft. This 
year, owing to the growth of the Air 
Force on the home defence and naval 
sides, it has been found possible to intro 
duce new features which should make ths 
display more comprehensive and attrac 
tive.

ON STRIKE, 


HOPES OF EARLY 
SETTLEMENT. 
HOUSES AND WORKS 
AFFECTED. 


A WEEK-END UNDER 
- DIFFICULTIES. 


There has been no fresh move to end the 
Dublin gas strike, which has lasted almost a 
week. it was announced on Saturday, how- 
ever, that the strikers would not be supported 
financially by the Transport Workers’ Union, 
and hopes have been revived of an early 


‘lhe week-end was full of domestic 
“ tragedies.”” Where oil stoves had not been 
installed fires blazed all day in the hearth, 
and the sun came out to make conditions 
almost unbearable for the distressed house- 
wife. The Eas stoppage put an end to 
numerous week-end parties, and the special 
Sunday “ repast ” was missing from a good 
many tables. : | 

Butchers have become very antagonistic to- 
wards the strikers and the (Gas Company. 
They have lost a great deal of custom since 
gas cookers have been rendered useless, and 
they had many unpleasant things to say about 
the persons responsible when, at the closing 
hour on Saturday, they found that business 
had been poor, especially in roasts. | 

Those dependent absolutely on gas for cook- 
ing were confronted with a big problem yes- 
terday. Most of the restaurants were closed, 
and it was too late for the unprepared to buy 
or replenish oil stoves. It is to be presumed 
that all got over the difficulty somehow, 
but many must have left for the afternoon 
stroll on an almost empty stomach. 

COOKING IN THE OPEN. 

In the heat of the day numbers were seen 
acain cooking food over faggot fires in their 
gardens. The hotels and the few restaurants 
that were open were besieged at the luncheon 
hour, and many people had to be turned away 
unserved. Flat-holders returned to “try” 
the kitchens; but landladies are only human, 
and many had to go out again and hunt up 
*‘unfortunate” friends. 

Every day of the strike adds to the plight 
of the people in the Dublin slums. For them, 
coal Is a very expensive item, and it is no 
uncommon thing now to see urchins searching 
the streets for sticks, or following carters to 
the cellars in the hope that some odd pieces 
of coal may drop from the bags. These people 
are hungry, and are yearning for a settlement 
of the strike, when they can get again the 
pennyworth of gas which meant so much to 
their homes. : 

Circumstances alter things, and we find the 
housewife, who used coal kitchens before the 
advent of the gas-cooker, now falling back 
on the disused kitchen, and reporting favour- 
ably on her position. Hotels really never 
forsook the kitchen; hence they are not so 
much affected by the gas stoppage. Coal of 
course has been in big demand; and there 
have been ‘ shoals” of orders for Primus 
stoves and oil lamps. 

Without electricity or steam heating, in- 
dustries must have been dislocated. As it is, 


some businesses already have given ~~ to 
een 


dospair, but employers generally have 
acting loyally towards their employés. 

Some .aundries have been crippled. One 
dye works has been closed, but it is not the 
case that Messrs. Bell have had to suspend 
work in their finishing department. The firm 
state that they are “' carrying on as usual, 
oad not affected in the slightest by the 
strike.”’ 

In an interview on Saturday, Mr. McCon- 
nell, of the Gas Company, stated that the 
furnaces used in the manufacture of gas had 
dropped to so low a temperature that every 
day that passed made it more difficult to 
resume the gas supply. ‘“‘ Had the strike been 
rettle on the first day.” he added, “ we could 
have had the gas supply normal within 12 


hours.” 
STRIRE MEETINGS. 

Mr. James Larkin has been active on the 
side of the strikers. He has held two meect- 
mgs, and,-as editor of the Jrish Worker, has 
attacked the Transport Workers’ Union (in 
support of a “‘victimised’’ member of the 
Union), the Gas Company, and the Govern- 
ment, 

In an article on the Court of Inquiry, which 
has been adjourned indefinitely, the Jrish 
Worker states :— 

“The men not only agreed to submit their 
case, but. volunteered to resume work on 
Thursday on three conditions—that the men 
victimised be reinstated pending the finding 
of the Court of Inqury, and that the agree- 
ment entered into in deat ng 1923, be the 
basis of discussion at the inquiry, and that 
the mediator issue his finding on or before 
May 28th. This offer was turned down by the 
manager and engineer.” 

The official organ of the Transport Workers’ 
Union, the Voice of Labour, makes no refe- 
rence whatever to the strike. 

The Executive of the Transport Union has 
issued orders to the effect that, owing to the 
action of the strikers in refusing to go back 
to work and appointing a non-Union member 
to act on their behalf, none of the men shall 
receive strike pay. ‘‘ The Executive,” said 
an official on Saturday, “will not support 
these men unless they give up Larkin and 
return to work.”’ | 

TRANSPORT WORKERS’ POSITION. 

The official preferred not to discuss the 
situation which had arisen, but declared that 
the Executive had “ no wish to allow the 
Union to become Bolshevist.’ Attempts, he 
said, had been made in the past, and were 
being made still, to shatter the very fabric of 
the Basten 

On Saturday, again, a notice was put up at 
Liberty Hall calling a meeting of gasworkers, 
‘by order of J. Éan,” Presumably Mr. 
Larkin has not been granted permission to 
hold meetings on the Union’s premises, but 
there was no attempt to prevent his meetings, 
either on Friday or on Saturday. It is un- 
derstood, however, that the Executive will 
meet to consider the position. 

A statement issued to the Press last night 
by the Strikers’ Committee contains the 
following :— 7 

‘In your leading articles you have, time 
and again, referred to the refusal of the gas 
workers to obey the orders of their union, 
seers. the findings of the Court of Enquiry. 
he facts are that the proceedings all through 
have been conducted sá a junior ofhcial of 
No. 1 Branch, who stated that he, person- 
ally, had no power from the Executive to 
direct or give any advice on their behalf, 
he not being a member of the Executive. Hée, 
however, clearly pointed out that now, hav- 
ing unanimously decided to go to the Court 
of Enquiry, they were now to decide whether 
they would remain on strike or resume work. 
The men decided to remain cen strike. 

“This official farther stated, after the 
result of the voting, that arrangements would 
be made for signing up for strike pay, and 
cards were called in for the purpose. We 
further emphatically state that we received no 
letter from the Executive, nor did any mem- 
ber thereof attend any of the meetings of the 
men to give them advice, and, therefore, we 
could not have disobeyed their orders, and 
the question of disloyalty does not arise. . . 

“Tt is plain to be seen that the workers 
have to fight a three-cornered contest in this 
dispute, namely, the Government, the Gas 
C ompany, and their own Executive. which 
Executive we have not failed to recognise, but 
who have failed us. and, as a consequence, the 
Public are suffering.”

An official of the Union, when questioned 
vesterdav, said that it was pot known whether 
or not the majority of tMe strikers were in 
favour of Mr. Larkin.

better example of the absurdity and incon- 
venience of the (Ulster and Free State 
boundary than Clones. Their boundary here 
is the River Termon, which runs through the 
town, about three-quarters being in nty 
Donegal, in the Free State, and the other 
quarter in Fermanagh, in Ulster. . 

If a man in Ulster wants to buy tea, sugar 
or tobacco, which is sold in a shop on the 
Free State side of the river, a hundred yards 
away from his front door, he must pay a duty 
when it takes it home, and submit to examina- 
tion of any other goods he buys, even though 
a are non-dutiable. 

he alternative is to go to Kish, in the 
County of Fermanagh, which is fifteen miles 
away. Even more serious is the plight of the 
country people in Fermanagh, white forms a 
much greater part of Pettigo hinterland. 
Their trading is now in_small country. shops, 
which are largely saloons scattered along the 
roadsides, at which prices are high ae the 
selection limited. 

These facts were given to me by Mr. John 
McHugh, one of the principal traders of 
Pettigo, and a large farmer as well. Mr. 
McHugh’s situation illustrates the absurdity 
of the boundary. His house-shop in Donegal 
is in the Free State, and his two farms are in 
Fermanagh, in Ulster. For many years he was 
a member and sometime chairman of the 
Fermanagh County Council. 

On one side of the bridge post are the 
Uister police of about twenty men. Four of 
the constabulary on duty on the Ulster side 
of the bridge hold up motor cars and examine 
Easa On the other side is one soli 

ivic Guard of the Free State; but a hundred 
yards away are the Free State barracks, forti- 
fied by sandbags and barbed wire, and with 
machine-gun emplacements that the guns may 
be trained on the only road-bridge across 
which motor cars are now allowed to pass. 
About twenty soldiers are here, too. 

The relations between the ‘two forces are 
perfectly friendly. The Ulster police, when 
off duty, fraternise with the Free Staters, and 
attend concerts and movies in the town, and 
are popular with the people. 

Pettigo had a lesson, which cost it the 
lives of a half-dozen people, of the danger of 
border friction, and it rather pleases them 
that both the forces on the border fraternise. 
At the same time the population, almost to a 
man, deplores the existing frontier cutting 
off Ulster from Ireland. 

If trouble comes at this point, it will not 
be from the local people, but from the men 
imported either from the East or from the 
South, 


MR. SEAN MILROY. 


JOINS NEW “NATIONAL” 
GROUP IN DAIL. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


. “ CAVAN, Sunday. 

Mr. Sean Milroy, T.D., addressing a public 
meeting under the auspices of the Cumann 
na nGaedheal, in the Town Hall here this 
evening, intimated his intention of leaving 
the Government party and associating him- 
self with the new ‘‘ National ” group in the 
Dail. 

He said that he had ‘not lightly come to 
this decision. Events of the past few months 
had made it necessary to contemplate the 
necessity of it. 

“TI stand where Griffith stood,” he pro- 
ceeded, “ and for the principles and policy he 
advocated, and accordingly J] find it im- 
possible to continue to idantity myself with 
what appears to me to be a line of Govern- 
ment policy in national matters, incompatible 
with that of Griffith. It has been gradually, 
but very perceptibly, drifting away from the 
objective of the national economic advance- 
ment, and the national political idea] of those 
who secured the founding of the new State. 

“I wish to make It. perfectly clear that I 
am not waning in my allegiance to the 
Saorstat. I believe it to be, in the words of 
Griffith’s last message, ‘ our national need and 
economic salvation, but I am not going to 
be led into the blunder of confusing’ the 
Executive in power for the moment with the 
State itself. 

‘Criticism of the Executive must not be 
misconstrued into an attack on the State. In 
order to make this distinction clear, and to 
indicate emphatically that I stand for the 
Free State, and all the people of this country 
can achieve through it, I propose to go to 
Limerick next Sunday to support the candi- 
date who is standing for the Treaty and the 
Free State.” (Applause.) 

Continuing, Mr. Milroy said that no one 
could accuse him of having been a censorious 
critic of the Government. He in no way re- 
gretted the support he had given the Govern- 
ment to bring the ship of State safely through 
the turmoil of the past two or three years. 
It was given for the same reason as that which 
now animated him to criticise the Govern- 
ment, merely the safeguarding of the facts, 
the principles, and the truth in matters of 
national policy, upon which the welfare of the 
State and the people rests. 

To see such in jeopardy, and to refrain from 
protest was, it seemed to him, moral 
cowardice in a public representative. 

Having paid a tribute to the courage, re- 
solution, and thoroughness of the Government 
during the period when the State was assniled, 
which alone saved it from shipwreck, Mr. Mil- 
roy said it was not the policy which was ne- 
cessary. to bring peace and security to the 
State that he dissented from, but that whicu. 
seemed to be emerging now that orderec 
conditions had been attained. . 

The present Executive Council, or most of 
them, excellently though they had acted dur- 
ing the period of war conditions, do not seem 
to be the men to deal with the needs of 
peace conditions. They had been too long :n 
their positions, and a “ sense of proprietor- 
ship’ was svringing up in their minds. 

“ To me they seem.” he added, ‘largely 
to have lost contact with the needs and im- 
pulses of the people, and I say, with reluc 
ance and without bitterness, but with infinite 
regret, that they seem. to be drift- 
ing into the condition of a set 
of glorified clerks, acting under the super- 
vision of a number of ex-permanent officials 
of the régime which was presumed to have 
terminated with the advent of the Treaty. 

Mr. Milroy explained his attitude in regard 
to the recent Army trouble, and, referring 
to the boundary question, he said—“ 1 dis- 

ree with the course of prolonged delay 
which has been pursned. it is now over a 
month since I last raised the matter in the 
Dail. Five months previously I also raised it. 
What has happened’? Conversations, con- 
ferences, and newspaper comment, but no 
action. The papers are still talking. 

“It is time to get beyond that stage and 
have the matter dealt with effectively, and i 
think it is well to take this opportunity to 
state that we are not in any way deluded by 
the language of Mr. Thomas, the present 
British Minister, when he speaks about Irish- 
men settling the matter themselves. if there 
was a difficulty to solve it 1s one which was 
the deliberate creation of the British Govern- 
ment, and we should hold the Government 
to their undertaking given in Article 12 of 
the Treaty, to remove the difficulty.

There was activity in the constituency, 
which embraces the city and the county, to- 
day.

The chief meeting in sapport of Mr O’Con- 
nell’s candidature took place at the O’Connell 
monument. A few interrupters were present, 
but on the whole the proceedings were most 
enthusiastic. ~ 

The Rev. James O'Carroll, C.C., who 
sided, said that the issue was perfectly clear. 
On the one hand the electors had a man who 
had accepted the Treaty, and had fought that 
the Free State might be established. On the 
other — had a man who fought against the 
Treaty. Some of their opponents had laid it 
down that it was necessary to get a republic. 
He could not imagine how any sane man could 
make that statement seriously. Were they 
prepared for another war with England? If 
the people changed their minds, they would 
give —— and Ulster an opportunity of 
turning down Article XII. of the Treaty. | 


MINISTERS’ SPEECHES, 


Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, said that the Treat ition 
was established in the country, and although 
it gave the people sovereign powers over 1n- 
ternal and external affairs, they were asekd to 
plunge the ear crag into warfare. Their 
opponents should a little more explicit, and 
tell the people what they were going to do for 
them if they were E into power, and how 
the country would be better oíl than under 
the present Government. 

Hí their opponents got a g would bur 
declare war on England! He did not thin 
so. The majority of the people supported the 
Treaty and the Government. That Govern- 
ment was the servant of the people, and it 
was only by supporting the Treaty and the 
candidate who stood for it that the stability 
of the country could be secured. 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, Minister for Home 
Affairs, said that the people of Limerick were 
confronted with the issue, whether they were 

oing to go forward, building up a worthy 
State on the basis of the Treaty, which Collins 
and Griffith signed, or whether they were 
going to throw the fate of the country back 
again into the melting pot. 

There were some questions which they were 
entitled to ask the candidate who invited 
them to tear up the Treaty, and throw it back 
in England’s face. Did he recognise the 
people’s right to decide all political issues, or 
was he in coming. before them in this 
election appealing to a court whose 
jurisdiction he denied and made war 
upon? If he recognised the peuple’s right 
to so decide, where was the need for civil 
war—what was the need to burn houses, to 
blow up bridges, and to murder citizens? 
If, on the other hand, he did not recognise 
that right, why did he come and ask for 
their votes? If he did recognise their right 
to decide political issues, what were the 
dumps for, what were the drilling ind 
organising for? 


VITAL QUESTIONS. 


Could Mr. Crowley give them a Republic? 
When he talked of a Republic did he mean 
one was for the twenty-six counties or for the 
whole of Ireland? If for the latter, how did 
he propose to get it? The mb by an over- 
whelming majority endorse e Treaty, but 
now picturesque young men asked them to 
tear it up. hat were they going to give 
them in exchange for it? T ey had a right 
to know where the policy of their opponents 
led, and if he said that it must lead to war, 
chaos and confusion, how long would it last 
and where would it end? 

Referring to unemployment, Mr. O'Higgins 
said that the blame lay with the people who 
went out and deliberately attempted to smash 
the country’s credit, so that when they went 
to the markets of the world looking for money 
they. would not get half-acrown at 10 per 
cent. Those people did their damnedest for 
two years. and thev stopped when they had 
to stop. It was men like Mr. O'Connell who 
made them stop. Now those people were 
going to fight England. 

If Mr. Crowley and his associates could 
obtain from a majority of the people a 
mandate for their policy they would have all 
the military and financial resources of the 
State at their disposal. ‘‘ We are at the 
cross-roads in the history of Ireland now,” 
concluded Mr. O'Higgins. ‘‘ You have your 
choice—construction or destruction. If 
Limerick endorses the mistaken policy of Mr. 
angry b your children’s children will pay 
or it.’ 


REPUBLICAN MEETING. 


At 5 o'clock the Republicans also held a 
meeting at the O’Connell Monument. A large 
contingent was present from Clare. Mrs. Kate 
O'Callaghan presided. 

Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington said that 
under the so - called Treat there 
existed in Ireland to-day Colonial Home 
Rule for three-quarters of Ireland and 
an Orange Free State for the other quarter. 
The Free State Government had made a 
complete mess of the country, and the only 
way to clean up the mess was to “ sack the 
lot.” Mr. Crowley stood for Irish freedom, 
complete and sovereign. His programme and 
the programme to which his party subscribed 
was unchanged and unchangeable. 

The Free State Government had not a single 
meritorious achievement to its credit, and 
even if there never existed a Republican move- 
ment its record alone was enough to damn it. 
In the words of Mr. Cosgrave himself, there 
were eighty thousand unemployed in Ireland 
to-day.

The only son of the third Earl, James 
Francis Bernard was born in 1850, and suc- 
ceeded to the title in 1887. He was educated 
at Eton. In 1876 he married the Hon. 

na Dorothea Harriet Evans-Freke, only 
child of George, the seventh Lord Carbery, 
of Castle Freke, Rosscarbery, Co. Cork. 
As Viscount Bernard, he was State Steward 


to the Duke of Abercorn, the Lord Lieu- 


tenant, who was known as “Old Splendid.” 
He was also Sheriff of County Cork in 1875, 
and was appointed in 1877 His TE my 'a 
Lieutenant of the county, an ofhce held by his 
father and his grandfather. The first, second 
and third Earls had all been Irish repre- 
sentative Peers, and the fourth Earl was also 
elected in 1881. But he rarely attended the 
House of Lords, and, though a Conservative 
and Unionist, took little or no part-in politics. 
há was created a Knight of St. Patrick in 


The Bandon estates consisted of about 
41,000 acres in West Cork, and Lord Bandon, 
like his peeceeeas was an extremely kind 
and indulgent landlord. When the Land Act 
of 1905 was passed he quickly sold his property 
to the tenantry at terms which were then 
considered very favourable, and large amounts 
of arrears were remitted. Castle Bernard was 
one of the finest residences in Ireland. 


Situated in a park of ma y hundreds of acres, | 


with “the pleasant Bandon” flowing through 
its centre, it was exceedingly picturesque. 
ae 6 for a few months every summer, Lord 
and Lady Bandon spent their time at home. 
Lord Bandon took a keen interest in local 
He was for many years 
Chairman of the Bandon Board of Guardians 
and the Bondon Town Commissioners. He 
also presided at the Petty Sessions Court. 
All movements calculated to improve the con- 
ditions of the people of his native county had 
his warmest support. He was President of 
the Cork Industrial Exhibition of 1883, and 
Joint-President, with Sir Edward FitzGerald, 
of the Cork International Exhibition of 1902-5, 
which was opened by King Edward VII. 

During the Great War Lord Bandon took 
an active part in recruiting. He addressed 
many meetings in County Cork, and presided 
at one which was addressed by Lieutenant 
Michael O'Leary, V.C. Lord Bandon was a 
constant worshipper at St. Peter’s Church, 
Bandon, which is one of the most beautiful 
country churches in Ireland. In it there are 
St costly monuments to the Bernard 
family. 

An ardent sportsman, Lord Bandon spent 
a great deal of his time fishing and shooting. 
In his younger days he was a good cricketer, 
and was the president of the local club. 

He was one of the most popular noblemen 
in Ireland, but in the recent general unrest 
and trouble his beautiful home was burned 
to the ground. On the night of June 2lst, 
1921, a large party of raiders visited the 
castle and ordered Lord and Lady Bandon 
and the servants out. Petrol was sprinkled 
all over the place, which was set on fire. Not 
content with this, the raiders kidnapped Lord 
Bandon and kept him in custody until July 
12th, At the following Quarter Sessions Lord 
and Lady Bandon were awarded £123,000 
compensation for the burning of the castle 
and for personal loss. 

At the hearing of the case Lord Bandon 
relatell a pitiful story to the Judge. He said 
that he was removed from. place to place at 
night in a cart, the sides of which cut 
through his flesh almost to the bone, and 
that for the three weeks he had no bed on 
which to sleep. 

The news of the death of the Earl of Bandon 


will be received with very AE age regret all. 


over Ireland, but particularly in the County 
of Cork and in his native town of Bandon, 
where he and the Countess were much be- 
loved. .In all works of charity and benevolence 
il were leaders, and they were always ready 
to help the needy. 

The heir to the Earldom and estate is Mr. 
Ronald Percy Hamilton Bernard, son of the 
late Right Hon. Percy Broderick Bernard, of 
Castle Hackett, Tuam, Co. Galway. 

The Bernards were originally English, but 
have been in Ireland for more than three 
centuries. They settled in the historic little 
town of Bandon, which was founded in 1608 
as a Protestant settlement by the first Earl 
of Cork. It was on the gates of this town 
that the lines were inscribed : ‘‘ Turk, Jew or 
Atheist may enter here, but not a Papist,”’ 
under which some wag wrote the retort :— 
“ "Whoever wrote this he. wrote it well, 
For the same is written on the gates of hell.”’ 

Several members of the Bernard family sat 
for Bandon in the Irish Parliament, and sub- 
sequently in the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom. The first Peer was Francis Ber- 
nard, M.P. for Ennis, and then for Bandon’ 
Bridge, who received the four Peerages suc- 
cossively, ending with the Earldom in 1900 
at the time of the Union. 

“ A Friend and Neighbour ' writes in The 
Times of to-day:—‘‘The death. of Lord 
Bandon in London, following on the illness 
due to the hardships he underwent when in 
the hands of the Irish rebels in 1921, is one 
ot the most tragic events of recent Irish 
history. The Bernards were a typical Irish 
family, and Castle Bernard, as the centre of 
a landed estate, originally amounting to 
nearly £30,000 a year, has for a century past 
been a centre of hospitality and sport. 

“Lord Bandon may be said to have had no 
education but that of a country gentleman. 
An ardent cricketer, Commanding Officer of 
the local artillery, a renowned shot—in- 
variably included in Lord Ardilaun’s party 
at Coreg for the best woodcock shoot in the 
world—his life was entirely spent among his 
tenantry and neighbours. 

“ As Lord Li .tenant of Cork, he had 
for nearly 50 years headed every movement in 
the county, besides participating in all forms 
of amusement. It would not be too much to 
say that Lord Bandon had not a single 
enemy. A moderate, but convinced Unionist, 
he was on good terms with all classes, and 
in 1917 came forward to support the settle- 
ment so nearly arrived at by Lord Midleton’s 
supporters in the Convention. Ireland can

Some interesting comparisons in the cost 
of living are made in the quarterly report 
issued by the Free State Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce. The cost of 
living in the Free State at mid-April, 
1924, was 78 per cent. higher than in mid- 
July, 1914; in Great Britain it is 5 points 
lower . 

The Ministry’s report is as follows :— 

The cost of living index number has changed 
comparatively little in Saorstat. Eireann since 
mid-summer, 1922, and in Great Britain since 
October of the same year, as will be seen 
from the percentage decreases shown in the 
third and last columns of figures in the fol- 
lowing table. The decrease in Saorstat 
Eireann since January, 1923, although small, 
has been from two to three times as great 
as the decrease in Great Britain.

These figures show that unless the pur- 
chasing power of money changes more 
seriously than it has changed since October, 
1922, decreases in the cost of living index 
numbers may be expected in the first and 
second quarters of the year, and increases in 
the third and fourth quarters. 

The above figures show tha the 
Index Number representing the cost 
of living in the Saorstat fell by ten 
points from ..8 in mid-January to 178 in mid- 
April The decrease compared with mid- 
January was mainly due to a decrease in the 
food group principally caused by the seasonal 
fall in the retail prices of eggs and butter.

1 and fell in 12 of. the articles listed, but 
as the influence of the expenditure “' weights”’ 
was considerably greater in the articles which 
showed a decrease in price a fall of 16 points 
is noted in the Food Group. 

The prices of fresh meat showed the usual 
seasonal increase, whilst prices of bacon wére 
lower than in mid-January. 

The seasonal decrease in tho price of eggs 
and butter had a marked influence on the 
Index Number. The Index Numbers for food 
alone, as compiled at each of the inquiries,

Increases in prices in April as compared 
with January were registered in 14 out of the 
23 articles listed in the Clothing Group. The 
increases, however, were small, and had the 
effect of increasing the gs Cost of Living 
Index Numbers by less than half a point. The 
changes in this group as recorded were :— 
From June to October, 1922, a fall of 1.6 per 
cent.; from October, 1922, to January, 1925, 
a fall of 2.1 per cent. ; from January to April, 
1923, a fall of 2.5 per cent.; from April to 
July, 1925, a fall of 2.9 per cent.; July to 
October, 1923, an increase of 2.4 per cent. ; 
from October, 1923, to January, 1924, a de- 
crease of 1.9 per cent.; and from January to 
April, 1924, an increase of 0.8 per cent. . 

Compared with January, the Fuel and Light 
Group in April, 1924, showed a decrease, 
amounting to 0.3 per cent. The average prices 
for coal and gas were lower, while the price 
of paraffin oil showed a small increase. 

It was not considered necessary to make 
a special investigation into changes in rents 
on the occasion of the Cost of Living inquiry 
for April, 1924, as returns for that item were 
collected in January last, and it has been 
taken for granted that there was no appreci- 
able change in rents since that date. ecord- 
ingly, the same index number for rents as ob- 
tained from the January inquiry has 
used for the purpose of calculating the general 
Cost of Living Index Number.

DRIFTING ‘BALLOON. 


MAN JUMPS INTO SEA 
AND SWIMS ASHORE 
| SS 
Yes afternoon a French balloon landed 
at Broughton, in Hampshire. It had pre- 


viously passed over the Isle of Wight, and 
was seen ever the Solent flying very low. 


‘One of the occupants jumped out of the 


balloon into the Solent and swam ashore. 

A message from Lymington states that the 
balloon, with two occupants, left Paris on 
Saturday evening at about five o'clock and, 
much against the wish of the passengers, 
drifted towards the English Channel, which 
was crossed in the direction of the Hampshire 
coast. At about mid-day yesterday it was 
seen over the Isle of Wight. Being Sam in 
a storm and getting yond control, the 
balloon drifted across the Solent and was 
flying very low when off Milford, on the 

ampshire coast. 

One of the occupants, named _ Boitard, 
jumped from the balloon and, having divested 

imself of his clothes, swam ashore, a distance 
of about a mile. He landed in a very ex- 
hausted condition, and was taken to Milford 
Cottage Hospital. 

The balloon then rose again, and after 
travelling inland a distance of over twenty- 
five miles landed in the grounds of Sir Lionel 
Wellis’s residence, Houghton Lodge, Stock- 
bridge. Sir Lionel: assisted the pilot to make 
a good landing by taking hold of the balloon 
and guiding it over the big trees to a place of 
safety. The pilot was apparently none the 
worse for his adventurous voyage. 

The balloon was one of three which left 
Paris on Saturday in a race organised by 
the Aero Club of Paris.

BOUNDARY PROBLEM. 


LORD SHANDON ON 
LEGAL POSITION, 


~—" 


Lord Shandon, in the course of a letter to 
The Times, writes :—With regard to Sir West 
Ridgeway’s letter in your issue of the 13th 
inst-, I should wish to make it clear that I 
had not overlooked the matters with which 
he deals, but which I think do not affect the 
legal position. No matter how Northern Ire- 
land was defined in the Act of 1920. Parlia- 
ment had power to provide, whether Northern 
Ireland consented or not, for alterations being 
made—through the acts of a Commission—in 
the area of Northern Ireland. Such altera- 
tions might be considerable or trifling, but on 
the language of the Article it cannot be a 
mere matter of boundary, because the Com- 
missioners have to take into account the 
wishes of the inhabitants of any district which 
might be affected, and also the geographic and 
economic conditions. 

The language is there, and if it should pro- 
duce a lessening of the area as defined in the 
earlier Act, Parliament has so decreed, and 
no Government could give any directions to 
the Commissioners which might alter the 
legal effect of the words of the document 
creating the statutory jurisdiction. The 
Commissioners, in the first instance at any 
rate, must consider what is within their 
jurisdiction. If the Commissioners should 
exceed their jurisdiction, I should think there 
are legal methods by which their decision 
could be tested; but this question does not 
affect their powers or the construction of the 
clause under which they have to function. 

The point so frequently made, that Parlia- 
ment did not, because it could not, con- 
stitutionally give to the Commission the 
powers which, on the face of the document, it 
does give them, appears to me to have no 
legal force. Northern Ireland, as constituted 
by the Act of 1920, was not in the position 
of a self-governing colony like Canada, It 
sent representatives to the Imperial! Parlia- 
ment, it exercising certain powers locally by 
force of a statutory delegation by that Par- 
liament. 

There may have been, and, no doubt, there 
were, conferences between members of the 
British Government and distinguished sub- 
jects in Northern Ireland, but there was no- 
thing legally in the nature of a contract or 
Treaty between Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain, nor did the Imperial Parliament, in 
fact, abandon its sovereign rights over its 
territory. Whether this was unfair or not I[ 
do not discuss, I am merely dealing with what 
I think, rightly or wrongly, to be the legal 
position.

NEED OF A THOROUGH REFORM. 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The judgment of the Court of Appeal in the 
case of Harnett against Bond sal another is 
of great importance to the parties, and of 
some interest to lawyers, but it does not 
affect the conclusions widely reached on the 
subjects of chief importance to the public 
after the trial in the court below. The effect 
of that trial was to spread in the public 


mind the suspicion long entertained by many 


medical and legal authorities, that alleged 
lunatics may be kept in confinement for inde- 
finite periods when, in fact, they are sane. 
Lord Justice Bankes remarked very justly 
that the trial became rather an inquiry into 
the administration of the Lunacy Law as 
apprise to the plaintiff’s case than a trial ot 
the issues in the action. 

To whatever objection this course. may be 
open from a legal standpoint, it was this 
very development which excited the interest 
and the concern of lay folk. Many of them 
considered, with Lord Justice Scrutton, that 
there was considerable ground for doubts 
whether Mr. Harnett had not been confined 
for a much longer period than he ought to 
have been, and whether the existing system 
of visiting and reporting afforded patients pro- 
tection from undue detention. They held, with 
the Lord Justice, that the results of the case 
were “ startling,’’ and called for careful con- 
sideration of the legal questions involved. 
These doubts and opinions remain unaffected 
and undiminished after the hearing of the 
appeal. 


The judgment of the Court of Appeal stands | 


at present as an authoritative exposition of 
the law, adds The Times, but the all-impor- 
tant question is whether that law does not 
urgently demand reform. If the Harnett 
case stimulates the public to insist upon a 
full investigation into the lunacy system, and 
upon a thorough reform, it will have delivered 
them from a just cause of uneasiness for them. 
selves and of reproach for the possible inflic- 
tion of dreadful wrong upon helpless sufferers, 
who may have been mistakenly condemned as 
insane to hourly association with undoubted 
lunatics.

GENERAL TOWNSHEND 
DIES IN PARIS.

A LONG ILLNESS.

General Sir Charles 'Townshend, the hero 
of Kut, died suddenly this morning at the 
house of Mme. Cahen d'Anvers, his mother- 
in-law, near the Arc de Triomphe. General 
Townshend had been ill fo: some months 
past. He came to Paris with Lady Town- 
send three weeks ago after a stay in the 
Pyrenees, where he regained much of his 
strength. ‘ 

He had looked forward to agen tr, Re 
England at the end of next week, and both 
he and his family hoped that his health had 
been definitely established. Last evening 
there was nothing in his condition to cause 
alarm, but he was seized with illness in the 
early hours of the night and death was almost 
immediate. 

The body will be removed from the house 
of his mother-in-law to-morrow to the British 
Embassy Church, and there will be a Funeral 
Service held there at 10 o’clock on Thursday 
morning, after ‘which the body will be re- 
moved for burial to Raynham, Norfolk. 

Reuter adds that General Townshend had 
been suffering from spinal affection, brought 
on by war strain, and had been treated in 
Paris by Dr. Babinski, the well-known 
neurologist. 

Lady Townshend stated that the General 
showed the same indomitable courage during 
his fatal malady as he had shown in public 
service. 


A BRILLIANT CAREER, 

Major-General Sir Charles V. F. Townshend 
was 63 yoars of age, and«was heir presumptive 
to the Marquisate of Townshend. In military 
Itistory, of course, his name will be linked 
mainly with his.magnificent defence of Kut, 
but he had a brilliant military career long 
before the Great War. Notably he com- 
manded the garrison of Chitral during the 
memorable siege of that fort. 

It is worth recalling that he was the great- 
great-grandson of George Townshend, who 
commandd the British left under Wolfe on 
the heights of Abraham in 1759. The siege 
of Kut followed Townshend’s retreat, due to 
lack of water after the battle of Ctesiphon 
in November, 1915. It began on December 
3, and lasted for 143 days. At the end of 
that period the exhaustion of his supplies 
forced Townshend to surrender to the Turks 
with some 9,000 troops. 

His captors, recognising his gallantry, 
allowed him to keep his sword, and during 
his captivity he was treated with courtesy 
and given a large measure of liberty. . 

Released after the signing of the Armistice, 
he returned home, and was placed on half- 
pay. The War Office came im for criticism 
by reason of this fact, and in January, 1920, 
he tendered his resignation. This was said 
at the time to have been due to a mis- 
apprehension, but in the autumn of -the same 
year he had drawn much criticism on himself 
owing to his public utterances, though against 
these had to be set his whole-hearted 
championship of the cause of the unemployed 
ex-Service men. 

In November, 1920, he was elected Inde- 
pendent M.P. for the Wrekin Division, hold- 
ing the seat until 1922. in the summer of 
1922 he defied the Government, who had 
refused to give him permission, by . going 
to Angora, with the object of endeavouring 
to induce the Turkish Government to modify 
their peace demands.

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WHY MR. McGRATH LEFT THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

At a meeting of the Co. Mayo Executive 
of the Cumann na nGaedheal, held in Swin- 
ford, Mr. Joseph McGrath made a long state- 
ment giving his reasons for withdrawing from 
the Government. 

He traced the negotiations which took place 
between Major-General Tobin and other 
‘officers and General Mulcahy between 
February, 1923, and the date of the 
‘‘ mutiny,’’ and said that he resigned from the 
Government in order to prevent a catastrophe. 
The Government, he said, was wrong in 
treating the Tobin-Dalton letter as mutinous. 

‘His main point was that the Army chiegs, 
having discovered in the Army organised dis- 
content for one reason or another, instead of 
tackling it and making a genuine effort to 
reinove the discontent, actually started another 
organisation “to combat the one they had dis- 
covered, with the result that the Army was 
hopelessly divided. This was the initial mis- 
take that led to all the trouble. 

His whole anxiety and all his efforts 
throughout were to bring the two parties to- 
gether. 

He had decided to resign from the Dail, 
but on representations from members of all 
groups he decided to withdraw and go into 
opposition. 

On ‘the motion of Dr. T. J. Madden, Kil- 
timagh, seconded by the Rev. M. O'Donnell, 
C.C., a vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
McGrath. 


FREE STATE LEGISLATION 


A CROWDED PROGRAMME. 


From Our PoLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 

According to present arrangements, it is 
hoped to bring the. present session of the 
Oireachtas to a close by the first or second 
week of July, when an adjournment will be 
made until early in October. 

The amount of legislation to be got through 
in the six or seven weeks remaining is very 
large, and many members view with consider- 
able apprehension the ptospect before them. 
Including measures already in various stages 
of advancement, Government Departments 
are, I understand, responsible for over thirty 
bill: What private members’ bills, in add- 
tion to Captain Redmond’s Town Tenants 
Bill, may be forthcoming, is not known. 

There is, of course, no real hope that all of 
these, or even any considerable proportion of 
them, will become law before July. Some of 
them, like the Railways Bill, must inevitably 
take much time in both Houses. Others, like 
the “Profiteering’’ Bill, by which it is in- 
tended to deal with retail prices of essential 
commodities, and the Liquor Bill, have not 
yet been introduced. Indeed, it is not clear 
that either has yet been drafted. There is 
also the promised Trade Facilities Bill, about 
which certain parties in the community are 
disp':ving a good deal of concern. 

If, as is probable, some of these measures 
are subjected to close criticism im 
Houses of the Oireactas, it is clear that much 
of the legislative cargo will have to be 
‘ettisoned, or members’ holidays will have to 

e postponed. i

The distance from Attu Island to Para- 
mushiru is 936 miles. The airmen declare 
that the stage from Attu Island to here was 
the worst in the whole route, with that be- 
tween Seward (Alaska) and Sitka a close 
second, 

The weather during the past week has been 
ideal for flying, but this morning the skies 
were overcast with rising winds and a fallin 
barometer, and warning had been EE or 
to the destroyer, Ford, to tpone her de- 
parture from Attu Island. It was, therefore, 
with amazement that the men aboard the 
American and Japanese destroyers here de- 
scried the giant ‘planes through the misty 
clonds to the north, with Lieutenant Smit 
Jeading, and his companions, in line with each 
other, to his rear.

The Royal Dublin Society's Spring Show at 
Ballsbridge concluded last Saturday. It-was 
only last year that. the Committee made the 
innovation of extending the duration of the 
Show to include Saturday, in order to give 
business people in the city and their employes 
an opportunity of visiting the Show, That 
this was @ wise step on the part of the Com- 
mittee and one much appreciated by the 
public is clear from the fact that. no fewer 
than 10,488 visitors d through the Balls- 
bridge turnstiles on rday last, 

Now that this year's Spring Show is a thing 
of the past the Committee and the Society are 
to be congratulated on the signal success 
which attended it all through. It was easily 
one of the most successful functions ever 
staged at Ballsbridge, and, regarded strictly 
as an agricultural show, it constituted in 
many ways a record. The entries were 
phenomenally high, and the attendances on 
the four days of the Show were no less satis- 
factory, Many new features were introduced 
by way of experiment, and they justified 
themselves so well that they may safely be 
regarded as established features at future fix- 
tures of the kind.

Tn 1922 there were 23,149 visitors. There 
was no Show held in 192i. In 1920 and 1919 
the figures were 29,760 and 20,3735  respec- 
tively. It is only necessary to glance at these 
figures to be convinced that whatever set-back 
the fixture suffered during the recent period 
of disturbance in Ireland the ground lost has 
been recovered, and much new ground has

SHOT THROUGH THE HEAD BY 
~ MILL FOREMAN. 


A verdict of death trom hoc! 
hemorrhage, the result of a gun-shot wound 
inflicted by John Connor, was return d at tie 
inquest at St. Vincent’s Hospitai, Athlone, 
on Saturday, on Catherine Devaney, 11 
was shot on the previous day and died before 
reaching hospitai. The jury expressed the 
opinion that the shooting was a misadventure 
and that Connor had not intended harming 
the girl. 

The girl was shot through the head. The 
facts of the occurrence, as stated at the in- 
quest, were that Connor, who is a foreman 
at a spinning mill in Athlone, was out‘shoot- 
ing on Friday evening, and that at about 9.00 
he came upon the deceased and other guwis 
who were amusing themselves by swinging 
from the bough of a tree. The deceased and 
her companions worked in his depaytment at 
the mill. He told them to get down from 
the tree, at the same time pointing the gun 
at them and pulling the trigger. The de. 
ceased ‘immediately fell from the tree» shot 
through the head. 

Connor is in custody. On being arrested 
he stated that he had nothing to say except 
that. he regretted the occurrence, and that 
when he raised the gun, in order to frichten 
the girls, he did not know that it was loaded.
